Of ex-President Li Yuan-hung,, 
who has just passed away at 
Tientsin, it may truly be said that 
he approached more nearly the 


{character of a figure of romance 


than perhaps any other of the 
loaders of modern China, And 
strangely enough the man him- 
self was. probably, the very 
antithesis of the romantic, for he 
appeared to be thoroughly prac- 
tical, nothing more nor less than 
“a soldier and sailor of 
the old. school,” as _° was 
stated in ‘our brief obituary 
in yesterday’s “China Mali.” The 
romance of his’ life, chiefly from 
the beginning of the Republic in 
1911 until, for the third time, he

LOOKING BACK OVER MANY 
YEARS, . a 
[By “Iron” Hague.] ; 

Back in the dressing-room, 
after my defeat by Sam Lang- 
ford, I had my injured hand 
dressed, and set by a doctor. I 


was just about to depart whon 
Langford came in, His head was 


‘; heavily swathed in bandages, He 


came actoss to me, and took hold 
of my hand, and then sald, “Hard 
luck, “Hague. You gave . me the 
gréatest fright I ever had in my 
life. -I remembered nothing after 
receiving that blow in the second 
round, until the commencement 
of the third.” I showed him my 
damaged hand, but he didn't seem 
4 bit surprised. | i 

‘ He wished me the best of luck 
in my future contests, and before 
departing said, “If it is any con- 
solation to you Hague,-I can say 
you are the only man in the world 
who has ever put me down,” Then 
he put his hand to his heavily- 
bandaged: face, and said: “But, 
worse luck, you have left me with 
a beastly souvenir.” .By a 
souvenir he meant, of course, a 
cauliflower ear, During the re- 
mainder of Langford's career, he 
was never again put down. So I

Having put Langford down was 
no consolation to me.
